The Elba Board of

Coffee County’s 911 Central aie Corie begins operations in Nea Brockton

Coffee County E911 
chairman/director Dean 
Blair called Monday, Sept. 
25, a history-making day for 
the county as the new cen- 
tralized dispatch center for 
first-responders opened in 
New Brockton. 

The centralized  dis- 
patch center will cover first 
responder dispatching for all 
of Coffee County with the 
exception of anything with- 
in the police jurisdiction of 
the City of Enterprise. That 
city, the county’s largest, 
has its own dispatch service. 

“Today we make history 
in Coffee County...all of 
us have come together to 
make this happen,” Blair 
said. “This process has defi- 
nitely been a team effort, 
and the new centralized dis- 
patch is just going to allow 
our citizens to have better 
services.” 

Blair said the new dis- 
patch center will employ an 
operations manager, shift 
supervisors, and dispatch- 
ers. He said there would 
be at least two dispatchers 
and_a supervisor on duty 
at all times, but there is 
availability of up to four 
dispatchers to be working at 
once in times of emergency.

our dispatchers,” Blair said. 
“We want our people to be 
at the top of what they do 
to better serve the people of 
this county.” 

Blair said he could not 
thank the 911 board of 
Coffee County enough for 
everything it has done to 
make the new centralized 
dispatch center a reality. He 
said that board had incurred 
a tremendous amount of 


cost to make it all happen. 

Also, he thanked others 
within the county from the 
county administrator to the 
technology team for jump- 
ing in and working hard to 
get everything up and run- 
ning. 

“This center is going to 
be a tremendous benefit for 
all,” Blair said. “We have 
first responders all over this 
county that are impacted 
by what we’ve been able 
to do here by all working 
together.” 

Blair said moving to a 


centralized dispatch center 
had been a dream of his, 
especially the past couple 
of years. He said ‘he looks 
forward to the benefits it 
will bring to the citizens of 


Coffee County. 
“We are servants,” Blair 
said. “I always want to look 


at how we can better serve 
our citizens. I give you my 
word that we will continue 
to provide the citizens with 
the best possible services 
and will always strive to 
make them better.” 

Coffee County adminis- 
trator Rod Morgan also said 
Monday was a great day for 
the county with the dispatch 
services going live from the 
central dispatch center, He 
said the county had tremen- 
dous partners in the county’s 
E911 and EMA organiza- 
tions, and he said he wanted 
to publicly thank the people 
from those departments for 
all the tireless work they had 
put into this project to make 
it become a reality. 

“This is going to be a ser- 
vice we are absolutely proud 
of in this county,” Morgan 
said. “I am excited for this 
opportunity for our county,” 


Downtown Elba business owner addresses Elba 
City Council about parking in front of businesses

The Elba City Council 
listened to concerns from 
a business owner Monday 
evening, Sept. 25, during 
the regular bimonthly coun- 
cil meeting.

A federal government shutdown is fast becoming a reality 
with U.S. House (the Republican hardline section) opposing 
any-and-all budget comprises without drastic budget cuts 
that impact millions of Americans and many lawmakers say 
will destroy the economy.

Federal jury finds Starr brothers guilty in 2017 
Coffee County murder-for-hire conspiracy case 


A federal jury handed 
down guilty verdicts 
last week for two men 
charged in a 2017 Coffee 
County murder case. 

Following a_ six-day 
trial, Jason Starr, age 50, 
of Coffee Springs, Ala., 
and Darin Starr, age 54, 
of Lakehills, Texas were 
found guilty for their 
roles in the murder-for- 
hire conspiracy that re- 
sulted in the death of Sara 
Starr on Nov. 27, 2017. 
The two men are broth- 
ers, and the victim was 
Jason Starr’s former wife. 

Evidence presented 
in the case showed that 
shortly after the Jason and 
Sara Starr divorce, from 
September 2017 to No- 
vember 2017, Jason Starr 
sent money to his brother 
in Texas. Further cell 
phone records show that 
Darin Starr traveled from 
Texas to Coffee Coun- 
ty, Alabama just before 
Thanksgiving in 2017, 
and was near the home of 
his brother’s ex-wife on 
multiple occasions. 

Evidence presented 
during the trial further 


indicated that Darin Starr 
shot and killed his Sara 
Starr in her driveway as 
she was leaving for work 
on Nov. 27, 2017. She 
was an Enterprise school 
teacher. 

He had turned his phone 
off around midnight Nov. 
27th, but his phone was 
turned back on around 
8 a.m. later that morn- 
ing when he was on I-10 
heading back to Texas. 

In rendering the verdict 
last week, jury members 
indicated they believed 
the money sent by Jason 
Starr to his brother was 
payment for the murder. 

A sentencing hearing 
for the Starr brothers will

be held in the coming 
months. Each will face 
a mandatory sentence of 
life in prison. 

The murder and ulti- 
mate arrests were under 
the Coffee County Sher- 
iff Dave Sutton admin- 
istration, and last week’s 
guilty verdicts bring clo- 
sure to a case that many 
within the Coffee County 
Sheriff’s Office, FBI, 
Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences and 
ALEA have worked tire- 
lessly since Ms. Starr’s 
murder. 

Officials said they are 
happy to finally bring 
justice to Sara Starr’s 
family.

*** The Elba Tigers had a couple of days off from the 
grind of a long football season last week and while the 
Tigers didn’t play a game, they were on the practice field 
every day and stayed late as they prepared for their next 
six opponents. The next six games include such powerful 
teams as 3A Providence Christian as well as region 
powers Florala and Georgiana. So, the hard work was 
definitely needed as the Tigers work toward their goal of 
an historic season and a long run in the playoffs. 

*** The Elba Lady Tiger volleyball team doesn’t get a 
lot of ink, but the girls have been hard at work all season 
and last week wrapped up the runner-up spot in the region 
for the second straight year and improved their record to 
6-2. This year’s varsity team has been together for three 
years and has learned the game well, and things look good 
for years to come as both the junior varsity and junior high 
team are enjoying winning seasons. Considering the fact 
most girls never even pick up a volleyball until they make 
the team, the success of the Lady Tigers is amazing! 

*** The high school football season reached the 
midway mark last week and it was a week to forget for 
most of the teams in the area as Kinston fell just short of 
pulling off an upset over #10 Brantley, Zion Chapel was 
shutout at home by region foe Ariton and New Brockton 
fell hard at home to Houston Academy. Brantley was the 
only area team to hang up a win on the schedule as it 
improved to 3-2, with the three wins coming by a total 
of only 11 points. Here is a quick look back at the week 
that was.... 

** Kinston battled for all four quarters ina disappointing 
30-28 region loss to Brantley, but the Bulldogs proved to 
themselves and their fans that they are much better than 
their 1-3 record may indicate and have to feel good about 
the rest of the season. The Bulldogs losses have come to 
the top three teams in the region, which means they are 
still very much alive for a playoff berth. 

** Zion Chapel expected a battle with region foe 
Ariton, but not the result that happened as the Rebels 
fell 35-0 at home. The Rebels are improving every game 
and play hard every time they take the field, but in sports 
sometimes you are the hammer and. other times you are 
the nail, and Friday night theygot hammered. 

** New Brockton held its own early in last week’s 
40-12 region loss to Houston Academy, but in the end just 
didn’t have enough weapons to knock off the undefeated 
Raiders and slipped to 1-3 in region play. The Gamecocks 
have improved by leaps and bounds and have a new 
attitude, and before long the hard work will pay off. 

** Brantley is definitely in a rebuilding season, but 
the Bulldogs still remember how to win and showed that 
again last week with their 30-28 road win over Kinston. 
The Bulldogs three wins have come by a total of 11 points, 


and while that may not be an impressive stat to some, it 
shows to me that the Bulldogs know how to win and are 
still winners. 

*** Week five of the high school football season is 
in the books and it was an interesting week for the fans 
all across the state. It was a high-scoring week with a 
total of thirteen teams scoring at least sixty points, led 
by Lexington, which hung up 77 points in a 77-6 win 
over Tharpton. On the other side of the ledger, Huffman 
was shutout by Shades Valley 44-0 and had now been 
outscored 259-0 in five games. As for records, Saraland 
has the state’s longest winning streak at 11 games after 
a 66-0 win over Robertsdale, while Columbia has the 
longest losing streak at 76 straight games after a 42-8 loss 
to Sardis. While the teams in the ‘Top 10’ in the sports 
writers’ poll had a pretty good week of action, there were 
many games that caught my eye. In Class 1A, #3 Pickens 
County was knocked off 21-20 by South Lamar, while 
elsewhere in the class Florala disposed of Pleasant Home 
60-6, which has now been outscored 139-13 in region 
play; while Georgiana had to fight for its life in an 8-0 
win over Houston County and McKenzie rolled over Red 
Level 40-19. In Class 2A, the only ranked team to lose 
was Vincent, which lost to top-ranked B.B. Comer 36-0, 
while closer to home Highland Home remained unbeaten 
and unchallenged in a 49-10 win over Horseshoe Bend, 
Luverne remained undefeated with a big 18-6 region road 
win over Lanett, Cottonwood stayed undefeated with a 
47-0 win over winless Samson, Goshen kept its playoff 
hopes alive with a 34-0 region road win over LaFayette, 
G.W. Long blanked winless Geneva County 37-0 and 
Wicksburg picked up a much needed win with a 35-6 
victory over Abbeville. In Class 3A, only one ranked team 
fell to defeat, while Straughn survived a trip to Houston 
County with a hard fought 17-13 win over Ashford, 
Northside Methodist scored late to stun Daleville 35-34 
and Opp evened its region record at 2-2 with a surprising 
22-13 win over Pike County. In Class 4A, #3 Central 
Clay pounded Handley 31-6 and #4 Jackson continued 
to open eyes with a 35-0 win over Bayside, while 
closer to home, top-ranked Andalusia buried Montgomery 
Academy 63-19 and has now outscored its victims 250- 
33, Catholic spanked Geneva 49-0 and has outscored its 
victims 217-18, B.T. Washington blasted Slocomb 46-6 
and Bullock County dumped Dale County 31-14. In Class 
5A, the biggest surprise to me was UMS-Wright falling to 
2-3 on the season with a 31-9 loss to Vigor, while closer 
to home Charles Henderson bounced back with a 27-0 win 
over #9 Beauregard, Greenville won its first game of the 
season with a 33-0 victory over lowly Selma, and Carroll 
came back down to earth after last week’s upset over 
Charles Henderson in a 49-28 homefield loss to Navarre. 
In Class 6A, the big news came from the coast as #8 
Theodore lost 8-3 to Spanish Fort, while in other action in 
the class top-ranked Saraland humbled Robertsdale 66-0, 
Lanier continued its farewell tour with a 31-0 win over 
hapless Park Crossing, and Pike Road outscored Eufaula 
49-30.

The Elba Tigers will step out of the region wars

Elba will enter the road contest ranked second in Class

“Providence has a very good football team on both 
sides of the ball, is very well coached and is loaded with 
experience all over the field,” stated Elba’s Coach Mare 
Sieving.
